“We're going to clean up that fes- 
fering sore if we can,” Aldrich said. 
“If we can't do it with existing laws, 
we're going to try to get the law 
amended.”

The chief postal inspector said 
boys’ academies and girls’ schools 
have heen a center of the sex pub- 
lishers’ sales campaigns, and adver- 
tisements have been mailed to adoles- 
cents ranging from 11 to 17 “in ev- 
ery state in the union.” 

“If the book publishers had to de- 
pend on adults to buy their books, 
thev’d starve to death,” Aldrich said. 
“Adults aren't interested in the junk.” 

He termed the sex-book “racket” 
a post-war development. Before the 
war obscene advertising sent through 
the mails was quickly suppressed, Al- 
drich said, because juries were sym- 
pathetic. But he eontended short sen- 
tences and small fines imposed by 
New York courts since the war have 
the sting out of the govern- 
ment’s attack.

The beauty of the whole face de- 
pends upon the eyes. Tired eyes can 
entirely ruin a picture. Many things 
have been made to rest tired eyes with- 
out putting anything into them. I 
have always felt that the smart thing 
to do is to treat the eyes from with- 
out, rather than drop things into 
them without the advice of a physi- 
cian—and the best physxian. 

Eye lotions, many of them, are ex- 
cellent for tired eyes, when applied 
with cotton and left on the closed eye- 
lids for 15 minutes.

| The third preparation is the eye 
pack. _ It is fragrant and is said to 
have in it crushed herbs and flower 
petals.

I’ve 
tried them. : 

The fourth thing in the box is an 
eye “astringent” alleged to be a ton- 
ing and firming agent for the around- 
the-eye tissues.

At least it made the muscles 
seem more firm, and used with the 
eream—which I put on at night—it 
did help me tremendously. [ can’t 
see why it- wouldn’t do as much for 
you.

Another thing, in using the eye 
cream do not rub the skin about the 
eyes hard. Just press the cream in 
gently with as little rubbing as pos- 
sible.
